Secondly, after informing 
ourselves as to the issues, after 
becoming very clear on the

We ARE only students and we 
must not be viewed as "just 
another self interest group" 
screaming for more money. 
Therefore we have to have the 
public support of the people at 
large and the media on these 

issues. 

The picket li ne at Queens 
Park is' NOT A DEMON- 
STRATION, it is a tool for 
informing press, public and 
the government that we care 
and that we are responsible, 
that we do not desire the 
funding of our system at the 
expense of others, merely our 
fair share. 

Thirdly, the issue extends 
beyond the university com- 
munity. When we graduate we 
will be hurt by the govern- 
ment's policies of uhderfund- 
ing of social service programs. 
Some of us may escape the 
uriivesity with a good educa- 
tion and a good job, but it 
. should be those., about Jo 
graduate, more than anyone 
else, who can see the reduction 
in the quality of education 
. since they began university. 
Those about to ' graduate 
should be pointing these things 
out to others. 

Lastly, it depends on who 
supports these actions and 
how they are supported and 
presented. Laurentian at 
Queens Park will make ah 
impact on the public and the 



media. Toronto schools by 
themselves WILL NOT. Stor- 
ming the legislature, throwing 
molotov cocktails WILL NOT 
work. Informed students 
peacefully demonstrating their 
opposition to proposed tuition 
fee increases, to threats on the 
existence of their institutions, 
to underfunding and virtual 
reductions in funding for the 
system will;

LAURENTIAN J-3-0 AT POLLS

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Three of the four Lauren- 
tian candidates went down to 
defeat at the municipal polls 
last Monday. Only Robert 
Houler now alderman for 
Sudbury Ward 2, successfully 
contested, while Pat Legris 
(School Board, Area B), Mike 
Slawney (Separate School 
Board, Zone 2) and Dale van 
Zant (Alderman, Ward 6) were 

soundly defeated in their res- 
pective ridings. 
• Houle (21) will be the 
youngest alderman ever elect- 
ed to City Council and the first 
active student to be elected to 

■ ■ * * 
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etudiants francophone, cited 
his experience on various 
University bodies as one of the 
reasons he was qualified for 
the post. 

In Ward 6, Dale van Zant 
placed fourth out of four 
candidates. His 425 votes 
compares to 1,380 for Barnie 
Cook, 1,385 for Tom Zaitz 
i and the winning 2,354 for 
incumbent George Lund. 
Laurentian, located in Ward 6, 
had a 30 per cent voter 
turn-out and, from that total, 
van Zant garnered the bulk of 
his support. 



In the multiple-guess selec- 
tion for the School Boards, 
Pat Legris gathered 1,655 
votes. He would have needed 
to overcome Jennifer Fair- 
bairn's 2,405 ballots to gain 
the lowest vote count needed 
to gain one of the three 
available seats. Legris, how- 
ever, did not place last in the 
contest. 

Mike Slawney did. His 961 
votes compared to the 2,312 
gained by John Desotti, who 
was elected to the last of the 
four, Zone 2 Separate School 
Board seats. "

The Lappas Bros, organiz- 
ation has failed to meet one of 
the specific requirements of 
the Food Services contract in 
its operation of the Pub. 
Lambda has been informed by 
students employed in the Pub 
that Lappas employs non- 
students on a regular basis and 
that these employees prevent 
Laurentian students from wor- 
king a significant number of 
the hours available. This is a 
direct contravention of a pro- 
vision of the contract and has 
become an important issue in 

recent weeks. 

The specific provision at . 
issue, Clause 14, section D, 
explicitly states that "Lappas 
agrees to provide as many 
work opportunities for stu- 
dents of Laurentian as 
possible..." Contrary to this 
agreement, Lappas employs at 
least two non-students in the 
Pub, one of, whom works at 
least 20 hours per week, as well 
as elsewhere in Lappas oper- 
ations. The work hours avail- 
able to those students employ- 
ed during the lunch hour were 
reduced last year, at which 



point the non-students were 
employed. As well, Lappas 
employs a non-student during 
the evening operation of the 
Pub, further reducing the time 
available to students and cer- 
tainly not within the. provision 
of the contract. 

There are a number of 
students available for work in 
the Pub at present; as well, 
those already employed by 
Lappas have expressed their 
willingness to work longer 
hours. Based upon our conver- 
sations with some of the 
parties involved, Lambda 
calculates that at least 40 hours 
of work a week could be made 
available for students, without 
reducing the hours of those 
students already employed. 

A deep sense of resent 
emerged in our discussion with 
students, as they almost unan- 
imously expressed their dismay 
over this seemingly obvious 
violation of the Food Service 
contract. 

Lambda has informed a 
member of the Food Services 
Committee of this problem, 
and the issue will be raised at 
the next meeting of that 
Committee,

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Brace leads solar development

Brace Research Institute, at 
McGill University, is a Cana- 
dian organization dedicated 
to appropriate technology. It 
enjoys a reputation as an 
engineering institute of inter- 
national prominence. 

Indeed, Brace is one of the 
oldest centres of appropriate 
technological development. 
Founded in 1959 to develop 
equipment and techniques for 



water-short areas, its main 
thrust is on solar and wind 
energy, as well as simple 
desalination systems. 

"The institute has two 
sections - one dealing in 
research which investigates 
current solar ponds (heat 
storage), solar motors, wind- 
electric transmission systems, 
windmills and biogas (fuel 
from organic materials) tech- 
nology. It also has a field 
operations branch which has 
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developed equipment in the 
above areas of interest. The 
latter has undertaken nume- 
rous studies in developing 
areas and prepared technical 
and scientific manuals on a 
variety of subjects in these 

fields." 

Brace originated from the 

action of Maj'or James H. 
Brace, who left the residue of 
his estate to McGill University 
in 1956. The 'Brace Bequest' is 
controlled by the Dean of the 
Faculty of Engineering. He is 
advised by a committee of 
Engineering Department cha- 
irmen! 

Budgetary policy is two- 
fold. The first part is headed 
by T.A. Lawind, Director of 
Field Operations. He links up 
areas and communities with 
Brace's technical expertise, 
along with appropriate fun- 
ding agencies. Last August, 
the ALDEP Network received 
Report 35 (July, 1977), indica- 
ting that his staff includes an 
administrative assistant, de- 
sign and contracts engineer, 
secretarial and library people. 

Dr. G.L. d'Ombrain is in 
charge of the second fiscal 
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responsibility. As Director of 
Research for the Institute, he 
oversees funding for research 
contracts in fields appropriate 
to the terms of the Brace 

Bequest. 

"Funds are available for 
research and develop- 
ment and for bringing to 
the campus experts in the 
solar and wind energy 

fields." 

R&D is not restricted to the 
McGill campus, but depart- 
ments of the Faculty of 
Engineering and Agriculture 
are co-operating with Brace. 
Credit courses for students are 
not offered by the Institute. 
Instead, students interested in 
appropriate technology are 
asked to enroll in the depart- 
ments cited. Brace personell 



will then supervise their pro- 
jects. 

Here, in Sudbury, the 2001 
Economic Development pro- 
ject .has also based its ap- 
proach on the small scale, 
environmentally safe and sim- 
ple technologies characteristic 
of appropriate development. 
Article One of 2001's Agenda 
for Action states: "Explicitly 
recognize the Sudbury experi- 
ment in initiating economic 
development based upon Ap- 
propriate Technology as a 
unique national endeavour 
worthy of moral and material 
support from all segments of 
the society." 

Sudbury 2001 has. received 
notification of an. interest by 
Brace in co-operating with the 
Sudbury experiment.

whatever he can to represent 
students in situations of this 
nature that may arise over 
specific issues. Moyle does not 
see himself as an ombudsman 
for students, nor does he 
envision an adversary role for 
the S.G.A. The S.G.A. Pres- 
ident can be effective in 
resolving specific issues, how- 
ever, and Moyle indicates his 



intent to carry out this role. 

In further discussions with 
Lambda, Mr. Moyle indicated 
he felt that most of the. 
disputes arising at Laurentian 
can be solved by negotiation 
and compromise. He hoped 
that students and others will

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APATHY BLAZES OVER CUT BACKS ISSUE

Lambda's cutbacks survey 
results seem to indicate the 
existence of a mixture of 
concern, apathy and contra- 
dictions, among Laurentian 
University's students. 

Twenty-five people were 
interviewed as to their opin- 
ions on not only government 
cutbacks but also on how the 
students of Laurentian Univer- 
sity view the entire post- 
secondary system as a whole. 
The sampling method used 
was the traditional "Sandul- 
random" method in front of 
the Great Hall on Tuesday, 
November 14th. 

First of all, a surprising 52 
per cent of those questioned 
felt totally unaffected by cut- 
backs, even when the OSAP 
situation was mentioned. And 
as far as hikes in tuition fees 
go, although a substantial 68 
per cent of the responders were 
not "willing" to pay an 
increased tuition fee, 88 per 
cent said they would return to 
university next year. Such an 
attitude seems to denote a 
certain helplessness or low 
sense of efficacy in . this 
situation. Students seem to be 
hopelessly throwing up their 
hands and saying "There's 
nothing we can do about it." 

84 per cent of the respond- 
ers felt the government is not 
justified in cutting back on 
post-secondary education, and 
the same percentage • also 

agreed with the demands of 
the OFS to be presented at the" 

mass informational picket on 

the 16th of this month.

Ironically, though, students

didn't seem to think much of 
the methods the Ontario Fed- 
eration of Students is employ- 
ing to make their demands 
known to the government. 

In response to the question: 
"Do you feel pickets or 
demonstrations are effective 
means to promote change?", 
the responses were split almost 
evenly between "yes", "no", 
and "I don't know" with 
slightly more choosing "no". 

And to the question of 
whether the responders would 
participate in a picket such as^ 
the one" occuring at Queen's 

Park on the 16th, a sizeable 60 
per cent said "no", with a 
rather hesitant 24 per cent 
saying "yes" and an unsure 16 



per cent indicating "perhaps". 
* When asked if they felt 
other ways would be more 
effective, 68 per cent of the 
responders thought there were 
better ways but 9 out of 17 
responders couldn't specify 
what ways these would be. 

As far as how Laurentian 
University students view the 
role of the university, the 
results were heartening: 72 per 
cent chose d) - a combination 
of all the responses offered. 

In other words, the major- 
ity wished to see the university 
fulfill the roles of training one 
for a job, providing a well- 
rounded education to students 
and to serve as a place of 
learning, and finally to per- 
form a social service to the 



Lectures held to support strike

The first in a series of 
informal lectures by Lauren- 
tian professors for the benefit 
of the striking community met 
with limited response on Sun- 
day evening. A small crowd 
gathered at the Steelworkers* 
Hall to hear Dr. Buse of trie 
History Department lecture on 
"Important Canadian and 
European Strikes." 

The lecture series has been 
designed as an attempt to 
improve the relations between 
the University and the City of 
Sudbury. Prof. Mort Paterson 
of the Department of Philos- 
ophy, in conjunction with Dr. 
Buse, proposed several means 
; of indicating Laurentian sup- 
port for the Inco strike. 



Several of the proposals in- 
cluded use of Phys. Ed. and 
recreational facilities, courses 
offered specifically for striking 
families, financial and legal 
counselling, as well as the 
lecture series. Counselling for 
legal and family matters is now 
in progress. 

The topic for the first 
lecture was selected as a means 
of placing the present strike in 
a historical perspective. Draw- 
ing on examples from the past, 
Prof. Buse pointed out the 
necessity of community sup- 
port in a conflict of this 
nature, and suggested that 
'sympathy strikes' could pos- 
sibly be of use. In addition, 
Prof. Buse stressed the impor- 
tance of keeping the commun- 
ity informed. He maintains 



that, if the issues are known, 
and if the community under- 
stands that the strikers are 
concerned with long term 
economic well-being, it will 
give full support. With refer- 
ence to important gains made 
by earlier trade unions, Prof. 
Buse stressed the importance 
of economic aggression, and 
the need for a strong stand on 
the part of the strikers. The 
lecture was recorded on video 
tape and will be televised at a 
later date. 

The second lecture in the 
series will be on November 
19th, when Simon Rosenblum 
of the Department of Sociol- 
ogy will discuss unemployment 
and layoffs in Canada.

community, as in research, 
etc. 20 per cent 'of the 
responders chose "providing a 
well-rounded education" only, 
with 8 per cent choosing 
"training for a job." Consid- 
ering the 16 (out of 25) 
professional school students 
interviewed, these results were 
a bit surprising. 

This survey seems to have 
pointed out a few contradic- 
tions. Students seem concern- 
ed enough about government 
cutbacks, hikes in tuition fees, 
and the demands of the OFS 



(although many were unfamil- 
iar with the demands and 
didn't feel personally affected 
by cutbacks), yet there exists 
the feeling of apathy, and lack 
of efficacy - the feeling that 
what will happen cannot be 
changed. Students would like 
to see our esteemed universit- 
ies continue to function as 
more than simply glorified 
colleges. Finally, students 
don't want to see cutbacks and j 
tuition hikes, but they will pay j 
them in order to continue i 
attending uriiversit 
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any other institution in 
Canada. 

But that is just the tip of the 

iceberg. Should fees be geared 
to the cost of the student's 
programme, tuition could 
come to constitute a crippling 
deterrent. Medical students, 
for example, would be faced 
with tuition of $2656 a year! 
(They currently pay $900.) A 
Masters of Science programme 
.would, run :$2#71 y.ta$.. again?!; 1 



$840 currently). Ph.D pro- 
grammes would mean a yearly 
.tabofS3100(from$750). 
"Unpegging" of tuition fee 

levels would also present a 
major crisis for smaller univer- . 
sities. They would be faced 
with a catch-22: keep tuition 
levels down and fall behind 
other schools in capacity to 
recruit teachers and improve 
facilities or raise fees and lose 
: students;-. ■•

Only in the mining industry is the shaft something to get when 
you pay for it. A number of Laurentian students, however, are 
getting that ignoble device with little choice in the matter. In one 
instance, a professor is leaving the University at the end of the 
week. Students in the course, having doubled and tripled up in 
classes, are writing the Christmas exam today (Wednesday). This 
whole bag of snakes raises a lot of interesting questions. 

While the above situation is an extreme example, similar cases 
have, do and will occur unless some kind of stand is taken against 
it. Professors seem far too willing to vacate the classroom in 
favour of lecture tours, seminars and other travelling road shows 
popular with academic career advancement. The normal state of 
affairs leads to extended, rescheduled or cancelled classes, or 
parachuting in a replacement instructor for the absentee landlord. 

Come off it! Either a course is designed on an optimum basis, 
given a department's limited resources, or it isn't. There is a 
saturation point beyond which one cannot retain information. 

The purpose behind the regular flow is also to develop the 
facility to learn the topic and put it into practice. In languages, for 
example, there is no doubt that only regular exposure to a 
language will allow the student to pick it up. Sporadic departures 
of any length can only disrupt the learning process. After all, 
aren't these the very reasons given to you for attending classes? 
It's a particularly reprehensible situation considering that many 
courses have a hard time covering their year's requirements, 
without interruption. 

The replacement and rescheduling route isn't much of an 
alternative, either, especially considering the course overloads 
common at Laurentian. For one thing, the student grows 
accustomed to the particular style and requirement of theregular 
tutor. Professors, being human, do have their own idiosyncrasies, 
biases and approaches. The regular instructor is also the one to 
assign the final grade. 

If cramming is an invalid means to studying for exams, it can 
hardly be justified as a means to teaching a course. Don't kid 
yourself; even if the seminar taken now isn't allowed for now, it 
wilt pack things in at the end of the term. Cramming now not only 
affects the course involved, it also deterioriates other courses you 

might be taking. Directly, you are going to have to rob Peter to 
make time for Paul. Indirectly, the oversaturation in one course is 
going to spill over to the other academic pursuits on your plate.. 
Blame for this situation can not be laid solely at the doorstep 
of the individual professor. Much must also be attributed to the 
departments, and the system, that lets a professor take off 
virtually at whim. We can only assume that the departments will 
lend a favourable ear to students appealing because of absentee 
education. At the very least, it sould be insisted that any time off 
during the school year be allocated prior to the term's 
commencement. You should know what detriments you are 
getting involved with in advance. You can consent by taking the 
course anyway, or object by finding better things to do with your 

time. 

Cutbacks in education are hitting everywhere. Course 
overloads are already common among members of the Laurentian 
faculty. All this is going to drastically effect your education, with 
larger class sizes and reduced resources. Students should not be 
the sole losers, if cutbacks are going to continue, particularly at 
the expense of an individual's research and career development. 
Professors seldom tire of telling you that their courses determine 
your future. The next time a professor indicates an upcoming 
departure, bring your future right back. After all, you paid for it.

The question arose over a 
course outline I was presenting 
before a committee of Lauren- 
tian University. "How can you 
justify the existence of an 
Anglican College at this Uni- 
versity?" I replied "to whom 
am 1 supposed to justify the 
existence of our college?" 
Certainly, Thorneloe can no 
more be. asked to justify its 
existence to Laurentian than 
Laurentian should be asked to 
justify its existence to Thorne- 
loe. Both Universities exist, 
and that is sufficient. 

The questioner and myself 
were locked into a* discussion 
as old as the Iliad, as old as 
Greece and Rome and Jerusa- 
lem. Those of us wjio repre- 
sent the spiritual realm are 
regularly being asked at var- 
ious levels and ways to justify 
our existence. Sometimes, as 
in the case of the U.S.S.R., the 
question means the questioned 
; is facing death or ^imprison- 



ment. Sometimes, as in the 
case of my colleague and 
competitor from my sister 
institution, the questioner was 
merely suggesting extinction 
for Thorneloe by excluding us 
from the B.I.U. game. In an 
age of declining enrollments, 
the federated colleges are seen 
by some of the weaker-minded 
elements as threats to their 
growth. 

It was a practical question 
from a down-to-earth man, 
who was merely interested in 
his own job. So, perhaps had 
he been prepared to discuss the 
matter, rather than debate it 
1 on his own terms, I might have * 
been able to answer him. 

All three church colleges at 
Laurentian cater and appeal to 
a far wider constituency than 
Laurentian can reach.- For 
example, .if you: were to read 
the Anglican Year Book, the 

Algoma Anglican,; the Cana- 
dian Churchman f the North- 
lander, the Ottawa Diocesan. 

: you would see ads for Thorne- 



loe or articles about our 
college. 

Obviously my faculty ques- 
tioner had never read these 
publications. Yet, it is possible 
that he has, in his classes, 
some of the students who res- 
ponded to our ads and found 
themselves at Laurentian Uni- 
versity.

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On Strikes & Inflation

Excessive wage demands 
by greedy labour unions were 
the cause of the double- 
digit inflation Canada suffer- 
ed in the early 1970/s and, 
unless workers moderate the- 
ir demands now that the AIB 
program is over, inflation will 
take off once again. 

That, in a nutshell, has 
been the prevailing wisdom 
of the Liberal government's 
attitude to inflation. 

One of the more obvious 
problems with this argument 
is, of course, that the anti- . 
inflation program did no- 
thing to curb inflation, while 
doing a great deal to cut 
workers' living standards. In 
June 1978, three years after 
the AIB came into existence, 
the cost of living was increas- 
ing at an annual rate of 9.2 
per cent. Under the wage 
control program, workers co- 
uld only expect to get 
increases in wages of 6 per 
cent. 

The Alberta Federation of 
Labour has recently released 
a report prepared by Winston 



Gereluk which examines the " 
relationship between labour 
and inflation. 

Labour disputes are usual- 
ly singled out as one of the 
'main causes of inflation, but 
Gereluk points out that in 
1977 time lost due to strikes 
and lockouts was down by 70 
■ per cent. If strikes had had a 
| major influence on inflation, 
lone might have expected to ' 
•see a drop in the inflation 
j rate; in fact, it increased that 
'year. 

Gereluk also points to the 
I often-ignored fact that 11.5 
.times as many days were lost 
through industrial accidents 
in Alfcfirta in that same 
period of time. Victor 
Rabinovitch, the former dir- 
ector of workplace safety 
and health in Manitoba, has 
estimated that $1.5 billion 
are Jost annually through 
workplace injuries. Despite 
these -facts, little is being 
done across the country to 
upgrade safety standards. 

Canadian workers are of- 
ten accused of being over- 
paid and inefficient compar- 
ed to workers in other 



countries. The price of 
imports produced by these 
cheaper, more efficient for- 
eign workers, however, in- 
creased 153.7 per cent since 
1 1972, two and half times the 
rate of inflation in. Canda. 
In Canada, inflation has 
been greatest in those indust- 
ries which are capital-intens- 
live, not those using a great 
deal of labour. .Total infla- 
tion for the years 1972-77 was ' 

86.6 per cent, but inflation 
Aor labour intensive indust- 
ries was a great deal less - 

39.7 per cent in appliances, 
44.1 per cent in clothing, 
51.4 per cent in furniture, 
and 23.1 per cent in tires. In 
capital-intensive industries, 
inflation was much higher -.' 
mortgage interest rose 114.5 
per cent, gasoline 79.4 per' 
cent, and home insurance * 
227.6 per cent.

Gereluk quotes Statistics 
Canada saying that salaries. 
take up only 8.5 per cent of 1 
the cost of food. Marketing 
techniques such as fancy 
packaging can cost up to 
,22.5 per cent of the food bill. 
Less than one per cent of the 



World University Service of

The International seminar 
will have 2 phases in Sri 
Lanka: participation in com- 
munity development, and aca- 
demic seminars and tours 
related to fields of study, in 
the Social Sciences, Econ- 
omics, Comparative Religions, 
Agriculture and Appropriate 
Technonogy. 

Seminar Coordinator, Bar- 
bara MacDonald notes that 
the role of faculty members 
will be as group leaders and 
academic advisors. "We are 
looking for interested profes- 
sors with both leadership 
qualities and expertise related 
to the focus of the seminar", 

she says. .

increase in food prices, one 
of the major inflationary 
items, was caused by increas- 
es in wages in 1977. Gereluk 
also says the wages and 
salaries account for three per 
cent of the cost of beef in 
stores. 

In the field of automobile 
manufacturing, Gereluk stat- 
es that Ford of Canada's 
profits, after taxes, increased 
300 per cent while it cut the 
number of people it employ- 
ed by 902. In the period from 
1970 to 1976, auto workers' 
wages increased by 69.8 per 
cent while the value of the 
products they produced in- 
creased by 138.9 per cent. 

When profit increases for 
major corporations are exam- 
ined, Gereluk's points be- 



come even clearer. Canada 
Safeway increased its profits 
66.6 per cent last year, 
Labatts by 20.6 per cent and 
Brooke Bond Foods by 250 
per cent! Wages for Canad- 
ians only increased by 6.4 per 
cent in the same period. 
Corporate profits as a whole, 
increased by an average of 
15.1 per cent last year. 
t The past summer saw a 
proliferation of strikes across 
Canada as workers tried to 
play catchup on three years 
iof inflation. A part of their 
battle is through the media 
as they try to convince the 
public with reports such as 
Gereluk's that they have 
been the victims and not the 
villains in the war against 
inflation.
